It has not oppressed 
any class, because the well being of 
the whole American people is the as- 
tonishment and envy of t 
“Oppress the people? 
any organization of industry or com- 
merce oppress the people? Their pros- 
perity depends upon the people's pros- 
peritg. Profits of railroads come from 
freights on shipments or fares of pas- 
sengers. And prosperty of the people 
means large shipments and heavy 


travel; poverty of the people means 


little freight and few passengers. Banks 
have no source of income other than 
exchange and loans, but when times are 
hard there are few loans and little ex- 
change. The steel trust can make 
money only by selling steel for rail- 
roads, buildings, bridges; but if busi- 
ness is not good, buildings, railroads, 
bridges will not be constructed. 

“The profits of every organization of 
commerce, industry and finance are 
drawn from the great fountain of the 
common prosperity of the people. 
When these . organizations arbitrarily 
raise prices for temporary profit, folly 
directs their business, and that folly in 
themselves is a wrong to the people, 
and must be prevented and punished. 
But decreasing prices, improved qual- 
ity, better service—these are the wise 
and general policy of organized indus- 
try. Why? Because cheaper prices 
and better quality means greater sales: 
and there are larger profits in vast 
sales with small margin on each sale 
than there in few sales with a 
greater — on each sale. Since 1868 
the steel industry has steadily grown 
into even vaster single organizations, 
until now the culmination comes in the 
mightiest industrial consolidation of 
history; yet here is the falling sched- 
ule in the prices of steel: In 1868 steel 
rails sold in America at $160 per ton; 
1875, $70.50; 1902, steel rails sell at $28 


per ton. '

CAUSES OF TRUSTS. 


“These simple illustrations explain 
the nature and effect of the movement 
of the day toward industrial codpera- 
tion and combination. What causes 
this movement Nothing but human 
thought and energy unrestrained: 
nothing but the advancing intelligence 
of the people; the trust of man in 
man; nothing, in a word, but the prog- 
ress of the race. All these have utterly 
changed conditions. Railroads have 
joined village to city; highways have 
joined farm to village; the whole coun- 
try is a single community today. In- 
diana and Illinois have more people 
than the entire population of the origi- 
nal States when the Constitution was 
adopted. The cattle raiser today 
speaks from the crossroads’ telephone 
to the stock yards of Chicago. The 
telegraph fiashes commercial orders 
around the world faster than the dawn 
can travel, and now the wireless 
method will soon fill all civilization 
with messages swifter still. 

“Today a car of freight is sent across 
the continent quicker than Washington 
could travel in swiftest stage coach 
from Virginia to New York. Before 
the time of electricity and steam every 
little community, walled in from the 
rest of the world by want of means of 


This whole development, throw- 


communication, had to supply its Um- 
ited needs by its own Umited means; 
today every city is in instant commu- 
nication with every other city, and 
every American home is in touch with 
all American homes—woven, all of 
them, by wire and rail, by electricity 
and steam into the splendid fabric of 
our national unity.

ew York. Every section of the re- 
public is drawn upon to furnish the 
needs of every erican home; and 
into that home service and re- 
sources of all the world converge. . .. 

“The Republican party always stands 
for liberty of thought and action— 
stands for the forces that build, stands 
against the forces that destroy. We 
stood for protection that labor might 
be free; for honest money that the peo- 
ple should not be defrauded. We stood 
against repudiation that the republic's 
honor might be saved; against seces- 
sion that the nation might be pre- 
served. And just so we stand today 
against the destruction of organized 
capital and labor that this twentieth 
century civilization may continue, and 
that the American people may march 
on to yet nobler achievements and win 
richer blessings still. 

MERGER SUIT. 

“But while we are in harmony with 
the times, we are not blind to the evils 
which eling to the great trunk which 
itself is sound. But we insist that the 
tree shall not be felled because of the 
evils. When combinations of capital 
attempt to arbitrarily raise prices 
motives of mere greed or unjustly re- 
duce wages merely to increase divi- 
denda, they must be prevented, pun- 
ished. But apply a remedy—do not ad- 
minister a medicine of death. What, 
then, does common sense as 
the first step toward a reasonable rem- 
edy? It is to test the applicability of 
any existing law on the subject, is it 
not? And this is the method that the 
President of the United States has pur- 
sued. Twelve years ago a law con- 
cerning trusts was drawn by a Repub- 
lican statesman, John Sherman, 
adopted by a Republican C ress and 
signed by a Republican President; and 
now a Republican President puts that 
law into operation. It is the only law, 
save one, which seeks to regulate com- 
binations of capital which has ever 
been placed on the nation’s statute 
books. A Republican President is the 
only national executive that ever en- 
forced it. If evils exist, that law will 
reach them, if it is sufficiently broad, 
wise and modern. If it does not reach 
them, but in reaching them lays the 
ax to the root of our industrial devel- 
opment itself, the effect of that will be 
clear to the whole people; and that an- 
cient law will be repealed or modified. 
If it does — ay iy them, then thought- 
ful men, the scope and effect of 
all existing law ascertained, will know 
better how to proceed with this most 
delicate task. The only other law reg- 
ulating combinations is the Interstate 
Commerce law, which is in daily oper- 
ation; and that law, too, is Republican. 

“Why do I speak of the Sherman 
law as, possibly, an ancient law? The 
American people are living a century 
in a decade. A man who lives through 
seventy years of the twentieth century 
will have lived far longer than Methu- 
saleh lived. Telephone, telegraph, 
daily—almost hourly—newspapers, uni- 
versal] schools, the weaving of the great 
web of rural free delivery which places 
the world’s news beneath the criticism 
of the American farmer when he comes 
home from his plow at night—all of the 
elements of twentieth-century Amer- 
ican civilization make yesterday re- 
mote and last year ancient. New 
methods daily develop out of daily ex- 
perience; and the commercial house of 
Indianapolis which would follow now 
the method of twenty years ago would 
be bankrupt in a year. Throughout 
that great industria] family, the Amer- 
ican people, there is a constant weave 
of thought and service and necessity— 
the playing of every industry into the 
— of every other industry—the 
sum of all of which is the industrial 
solidarity of the nation and its amaz- 
ing prosperity. Compared with former 
times, our progress today is like an 
‘express train compared lum 
wagon. And, therefore, 4 omic leg- 
islation of ten years ago may be today 
a hundred years behind the times. 

“Is it not a serious thing to lock up 
by inflexible statutes the ceaselessiy 
changing and improving methods which 
grow out of the thought of those thous- 
ands of minds and the activities of 


those millions of hands? Such eco- 
nomic legislation requires investiga- 
tion, prudence, thought. What mad- 


ness, then, to seek not even to super- 
vise but actually to abolish all of this 
progress, to prevent all future prog- 
ress, by the American people working 
unhindered along the lines of natural 
development! And yet this is the folly 
of the opposition. This is the dema- 
gogue's inflaming cry with which they 
will go to the ple in this campaign. 
And this is why they go to defeat. 
For the conservative among the Amer- 
ican people are more numerous than 
the destroyers; and in thus truth re- 
sides the republic's safety. 

“What is the next step which prac- 
tical thought suggests for preventing 
the evils of modern combination of 
capital and labor? It is clear that we 
cannot destroy them. But we must 

revent their frauds, chain their vio- 
ence, and, as the President of 
United States said, musale their 
greed,” just as we do with evil men.

1 GOING TO WASTE. 

In an article on “The Redemp- 
tion of Dead Lands,” by Guy Elliott 
Mitchell, in Munsey’s Magazine for 
April, occurs the following, on the 
Vast storage possibilities of some of 
the Western streams, as shown by 
government measurements of their 
flow: | 
“At present King's River, in Cen- 
tral California, runs to waste. The 
Geological Survey figures show that in 
the month of June last, when the 
river was full of meited snow, it car- 
ried fourteen thousand cubic feet of 
water per second, or six million three 
hundred thousand gallons every 
minute. In the month of July, when 
the flood had subsided, the river car- 
ried only two hundred cubic feet 
of water per second. Its  vol- 
ume had been reduced to one 
seventieth of what it had deen 
in June. All of that vast body of 


through the hot months of summer, 
lands that might have benefited by it 
lay parched and unfruitful.” 

Some years hence people will doubt- 
less be wondering how it was possible 
that we should have ‘been so short-

HOUSE AT STRATFORD. 
— — 
Magnificent Structure With Luxurious 
Furnishings, Opened With a Brilliant 


Reception—New Building a Credit to 
the 


If ideal construction, rich furnish- 
ings, artistic decoration, a crush of ul- 
tra-fashionable ladies and gentlemen, 
a wilderness of flowers, furbelows and 
electric lights in a violet-laden atmos- 
phere; if all these things go for any- 
thing. then the opening of Cumnock 
Hall last night, was a magnificent 
success. 

Cumnock Hall is the new home of 
the Cumnock School of Expression, on 
Figueroa street near Sixteenth. The 
structure itself is a gem of art, be- 
ing an L, 80x130 feet, and an exact 
representation of Shakespeare's house 
at Stratford-on-Avon, to the minutest 


detail, both inside and out. The build-. 


ng contains a fine auditorium, which, 
with its baicony, will seat 600 people, 
and twenty rooms, and represents an 
investment of over $30,000 by Mrs: Ad- 
die Murphy-Grigg, president and di- 
rector of the Cumnock School. 

The large square salon to the left 
of the main entrance is known as the 
“Shakespeare Room.” Here the well- 
known flreplace of the Shakespeare 
house is carefully reproduced, and the 
tablet hanging against the chimney 
is not only a representation of the 
original, but was made in Stratford 
and presented by Mrs. Caswell to Mrs. 
Kate Tupper Galpin, instructor in 
Shakespeare in the school. The floors 
are antique oak, the massive rafters 
in the ceiling are stained black and 
the heavy oak furniture is all in har- 
mony, especially designed for the 
apartment by Carl Enos Nash, care- 
fully following the style of the six- 
teenth century throughout. The elec- 
tric fixtures are of cast fron fnished 


in ue black and the walls are 
— finished and ely 
n 


All the Shakespeare work, under Mrs. 
Galpin, will be done in this mazn‘fi- 
cent room, and it will also be used for 
the moetings of the Shake peare Club. 

What is said of the finish and detail 


of the Shakespeare room will apply to 
the entire interior. The massive oak fur- 
.niture in the reception hall and audito- 
rium was also specially designed and 
manufactured in this city. The only 
noticeable departure from the antique 
finish is in the floor of the auditorium, 
which is of hard, white maple, in order 
— make it more suitable for a dancing 
oor. 


The bell Club will occupy a sulte of 


four apartments, on the t of thé 
main entrance. 


On the second floor are the study and 


class. rooms and private studios. The 
main study hall opens upon a luxuri- 
ously-appointed roof garden for t 
convenience of students. 


The large physical-culture hall, with 


dressing-room and kitchen, is located 
under the stage. The stage, which is 
21x37 feet, was occupied last night by 
Wismer’s Orchestra, and many of the 
guests tripped a step in honor of the 
dedication of the new hall. 


The architects were Hunt & 


Eager. 
who presented to the building a hand- 
some three- section stained window, on 
the landing leading to the second floor. 


The Reception Committee occupied 


the reception hall in front of a great 
fireplace, where all guests were greeted 
by Mrs. Merrill M. Grigg, Mrs. Kate 
Tupper Gaipin, Mrs. Campbell John- 
son, Mrs. W. T. Lewis and Mrs. Sum- 
ner P. Hunt.

subject closely, spoke as follows last 
evening to a Times reporter: 

WORK AND IDEAS. in 

“In the first place,” said Mrs. Bur- 
dette, the convention affords the rep- 
resentatives of the large number of 
clubs in the United States to present 
reviews of the work accomplished by 
their organizations in the preceding two 
years. This speaks for itself. Those re- 
ports will show whether or not there 
is any good in the movement. 

“It brings about an interchange of 
ideas that could be had in no other 
way, and under the most pleasant cir- 
cumstances. For instance, there are 
various clubs throughout the country, 
that are interested in the forestry ques- 
tion; a Worth, Tex., club has 
made a specialty of art; a Minnesota 
club has been instrumental in fostering 
the adoption of the traveling library 
system; a San Joaquin Valley dub has 
aroused interest in village improtement. 
These are a few instances showing the 
nature of the club movement. Dele- 
gates interested in kindred subjects will 
have an opportunity to exchange ideas, 
to learn what is being done elsewhere, 
mo thereby to broaden their knowl- 

ge. 

“In connection with the work of the 
convention many purely incidental fea-

Under instruction “third,” I would 
suggest that you at once issue a cir- 
cular letter urging the unfederated 
clubs to become members of the Gen- 
eral Federation, and the federated 
clubs to see that their dues are 
promptly paid, for upon both those 
facts depend the possibility of the club 
women of the State enjoying the rare 
opportunity of attending the biennial 
next May. Many women will be mak- 
ing arrangements to come to Los An- 
geles in May to attend the meetings, 
not realizing that if they are not reg- 
ularly accredited delegates from clubs 
that have pald their dues, they cannot

The session of the Landsthing was 
one of the most sensational on record. 
The lie -was passed twice, and charge 
and counter-charge were hurled ck 
and forth, while the opponents of the 
sale of the islands went so far as to 
impugn the accuracy of the United 
States State Department official rec- 
ords. The President of the House 
twice called a former minister of jus- 
tice to order, and he also left the chair 
and spoke passionately against the rat!- 
fication of the treaty. 

M. Jensen, one of the opposition lead- 
ers, quoted a private conversation he 
had had with the Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Deuntser, declaring that the latter ex- 
pressed himself as being personally op- 
posed to the sale. This the minister 
heatedly denied. It was at this stage 
of the proceedings that the lie was 
passed. 

Former Premier Estrup, during the 
course of the debate, dented the Foreign 
Minister's assertion that M. Estrup. 
who is the leader of the opposition, of- 
fered to sell the islands to the United 
—— in 1892, when he (Estrup) was

SANTA FE (N. u.) April 20—

ern California oil has superseded New 


Mexico coal as fuel on 1000 miles of 
the Santa Fé Railway. Probably a 
still greater change has taken place on 
the Southern Pacific route, which also 
formerly drew heavily upon this Ter- 
ritory’s coal to ply its Ari- 

locomo- 
tives fitted with er ‘te ers now run 


as far east as Seligman, Ariz., and ev- 


ery little while as new engines are 
made ready for the use of oil this limit 


is pushed eastward. That of] burners 
on the railway lines of the Southwest 


have come to stay is now quite appar- 


ent, and Texas and Colorado are fol- 


lowing closely California's lead in this 
industrial] revolution. New Mexico 
also has awakened to the fact that 
71 cents’ worth of oil will create as 
much steam for a locomotive as $3 
worth of coal, and while the capital- 
ists and promoters are by no means 
abandoning the coal measures, they are 
nevertheless going after oil in true 
western style. 

Within a little more than reven 
months thirty oil-development compa- 
nies have been chartered in this Terrt- 
tory, having a combined capitalization 
of nearly $30,000,000. Some of these 
may be on the wild-cat order, for 
“wild-catters” here are just as eager 
to catch “an angel as some of their 
California brethren, but at least one- 
third of them have rigs on their ground 
and are going energetically at it. 
Sinking is now in progress near Gal- 
lup, on the line of the Santa Fé- 
Pacific, at Deming on the Southern Pa- 
cific, at Santa Rosa, on the Rock Isl- 
and, near Carlsbad, at Raton, near 
Farmington, and at half a dozen other 
points within this Territory. The best 
showing thus far made is in the Gallup 
and the Santa Rosa districts. Oil has 
been struck in the latter well. In the 
former field two wells have been drilled 
into oil sand. 

The effect of introducing the (Cali- 
fornia oll on the railroads has been felt 
only in one coal district in the Terri- 
tory thus far. That is at Gallup, in 
the extreme western part, which has 
for years sent much of its product to 
the Southern California roads and to 
Loe Angeles. Several of the pits there 
owned by the Colorado Fuel Company 
have been closed down for the summer 
owing to the lack of orders. The 

tput of this Territory last year was 
1,800,000 tons, valued at the mines at 
$1,650,000. There are no less than 
twenty separate and distinct coal- 
bearing districts in New Mexico. Only 
those near the railroads have been par- 
tially explored. The great value of 


these flelds is their proximity to the 


ope-reduction sections of Arizona, 
Western Texas, Mexico and California, 
and the coal operators contend that the 


natural growth of the mine and smelter 


industry in the Southwest will always 
assure a sharp demand for their prod¢

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH PLANT TO 
BE ON PROMONTORY. 


Machinery Due at Santa Catalina 
Island Today—Gen. New’s Favorable 


Catchers to Be Prosecuted. 


VALON, April 23.—Gen. A. L. New, 
general manager of the Pacific Wire- 
less Telegraph Company, and his son, 
Fred, an electrician, returned to Ava- 
lon last evening afetr a week's ab- 
sence in Los Angeles, accompanied by 
the company’s chief engineer, R. H. 
Marriott. The latter is delighted with 
the prospects here, as were the other 
members of the company on their first 
visit, for the working of the wireless 
invention, and as soon as they had dis- 
posed of their dinner the party climbed 
the hill to the east of the town, and 
had a view of the surroundings by 


ing to be resisted, and it was decided 
that there on the bold promontory next 
the sea, shall be the location of the ini- 
tial station. 

There were two cogent reasons why 
the change from the location on Met- 
ropole avenue, which had been selected, 
should be made. First, in the opinion of 
Mr. Marriott, the location was too near 
the electric lighting plant, which is 
just across the street. The sensitive in- 
struments which respond to the click of 
a key 200 and more miles away, would 
not stand for the working of the pon- 
derous machinery at such close range. 
Secondly, the company has contracts 
with the Navy Department io equip 
the government vessels of this coast, 
and the higher station might prove ad- 
vantagecous in communicating with 
ships at long range. ' 

It is expected that this station, wil! 
assume considerable importance on ac- 
count of its being an outpost of the 
wireless method. 

Plans and specifications have been 
submitted for the buildings, and the 
materials ordered. The instruments and 
complete equipment for this station 
are at San Pedro and will arrive to- 
morrow. 

NEW ON LOS ANGELES. 

Gen. New, who, in addition to hold- 
ing the position of general manager of 
the Wireless Telegraph Company, ie 
also first vice-president of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway Company, organized 
to build and operate a rallroad from 
illiamna, a point on Cook's Inlet, in 
Alaska, to Cape Prince of Wales in 
Bering Strait, 800 miles in length, where 
the distance across to the Siberian coast 
is but thirty-eight miles, which will be 
met on the other side with a Siberian 
railway, the two to be connected by a 
ferry service across the strait, when 
asked his impression of Los Angeles, 
said: This is my first trip to Southern 
California. I had imbibed the impres- 
sion that, Los Angeles was a sleepy, 
provincial town, but to my surprise I 
find it a wideawgke, progressive, 
thoroughly up-to-date city, with pros- 
pects unequaled by any other in the 
West. Its business people, its newspa- 
ers and its banks are full of enterprise 
and ‘go.’ As for picturesqueness of lo- 
cation, scenery and climate, I do nto 
know of its equal, and my impression 
is that the man who put up the big 
signboard claiming for it a population 
of 250,000 in 1910, was too modest, and 
is under the mark. 

The completion of the Salt Lake 
Rallway and the Oregon Short Line, 
and the coming of the Rock Island, not 
to speak of the completion of the San 
Pedro Harbor, is bound to give it a 
boom arid send its next census roll sev- 
eral figures up in the hundred thous- 
ands. 

“Since coming to Southern Califronia 
I can readily see why people whose 
homes are in the East and North are 
so ready to break up their homes and 
old associations and come to California: 
in fact, I am now prayerfully consid- 
ering such a step myself. After a 
glimpse of what you call ‘wtnter’ here, 
made up of sunshine and flowers, I can- 
fess it is difficult to resist the draw- 
ings. I took a drive through Elysian 
Park the other day, and that came near 
fixing me. I have never seen a park 
with so many natural attractions and 
such a variety of scenery. 

“I have been so favoroably impressed 
with the importance of Los Angeles 
that I have under consideration the es- 
tablishment of a branch office of the 
Pacific Wireless Telegraph Company 
there. The locating of these initial sta- 
tions here is only the beginning of the 
system, the extension of which will 
only end when the outposts of Alaska 


tion with the rest of the world.” 

As to Santa Catalina, Mr. Marriott, 
from a business point of view, says it 
is an ideal location for the wireless tele- 
graph, and altogether better than his 
anticipations. 

“The only thing wanted,” said he, “to 
make this the greatest and most at- 
tractive watering resort of the world is 
quick communication, and that we shall 
soon supply.
